N ew Y o rk , April 9 —A Liverpool letter 
says public sales of wool there the last two 
weeks have established the reality oi 
American competition in a manner unex 
pcctcd by the English manufacturers, and 
that, under the influence of American 
orders, the price ot wool attained to a 
figure higher than had beth known in the 
maiket since 1871. It is claimed that 
within the last six mouths more costly 
carpets have gone to the United States 
than had been exported in the previous 
six years, but, so far as the carpet 
trade generally is concerned, there is no 
attempt to conceal the loss of the Amen- 
can market. Taking advantage of the 
depression that has prevailed, large quan 
lilies of machinery have been b »ugnt in 
Yorkshire at very low prices for transpor 
tation to the United States. Instances are 
mentioned of the purchase for shipment ol 
the entire equipment of mills at less than 
one-third of their original cost. Skilled 
workmen are being carried across the At­ 
lantic. The best designer in Kiddermin­ 
ster goes to an American carpet manutac 
turer. Agents now pick out the best 
workmen, who eagerly accept engagements 
for the United States.

A lbany, April 2 —A number of members 
of the Assembly were in Assemblyman 
Wren’s parlor, a lew evenings ago, aDd the 
conversation turned u p jn the law respect­ 
ing the carrying of concealed weapons 
Assemblymen Lindsay and Shantey and 
Others expressed various opinions about 
the law, but Mr. Wren said nothing. He 
sat quietly smoking a briarwood pipe 
and listening to ail that his colleague 
had to say. At length Mr. Liudsay asked 
him what he thought of the law, and 
whether it had done very much to prevent 
the carrying of concealed weapons in New 
York. 
“ Well, I ’ve had my lesson,” said Mr 
Wren, “and it has taught rn j the dancer 
of carrying weapons. I had my hand on 
my pistol to shoot J ohn Wlikes Booth once, 
and I wish I had, tor I drew on him on the
